LONDON—The successful manner 


m which.ithe.Lloyd.-George ministry __ 
ih the house - of comihons yesterday [§j 
dealt • with ah unpleasant .^incident 
which haa caused 'more political bit- 
terness than any preceding chapter 
if tins troubled administration, was 
>rought about by a sudden change of 
actics'on the part of the cabinet. 


Premier Lloyd-George again sho-w- 


.ed himself a keen political strategist. 
He withdrew the cabinet's plan for 
n court' of honor to deal with the 
charges "of Major General Maurice 
which Andrew Bonar Law, on Tues- 
day, said concerned the honor of the 
ministers. 
The premier made it 


clear that adoption of Former Pre- 
mier Asquith's motion for a selscr 
committee to investigate the matter 
would be regarded as a vote of cen- 
sure which would be followed by thi 
government's resiijnation. 


The debate was brief and the pre- 


mier's explanation was its dominat- 
ing feature. 
. 


The cabinet rode safely over the 


crisis by a vote of 293 to IOC, 


Former Premier Asquith expressed 


surprise that the government would 
take his motion for investigation by 
a committee as a vote of censure and 
he had the house with him when he 
rebuked Chancellor Bonar Law for 
asserting that members could not be 
found \vho would give a nonpartisan 
judgment. 


The principal point of the pre- 


mier's defense v.-as that the disputed 
statements had been based on infor- 
mation furnished by Major Generni 
Maurice's department of the war of- 
fice and that Major General Maurie 
never had questioned them while he 
was in daily conference with the cab- 
inet. He said that General Mauric<; | 
had ceased to hold office "for good 
bad reasons."

WASHINGTON — Secretary Mc- 


Adoo's plans for immediate legisla- 
tion by congress to increase war 
revenues met today with immediate 
and formidable opposition.' 


After a conference today between 


Representative 
Kitchin, 
majority 


leader of the house and chairman of 
the ways and means committee, and 
Chairman Simmons and other mem- 
bers of the senate fir.ance committee, 
it was stated that revenue revision 
before next December is "very doubt- 
ful." 


Both democrats and republicans, it 


was said, are prepared to insist upon 
the administration's original pro- 
gram of deferring tax revision until 
the December session. 


Unless Secretary McAdoo conclu- 
vely demonstrates that immediate 


action 
is imperatively necessary, 


leaders of both branches of congress 
are prepared to insist upon postpone- 
ment. 


"If there is a bill," Representative 


Kitchin said, after his conference 
with senators today, "the taxes on 
excess profits and incomes will be 
raised so high thnt there will be lit- 
tle or no profiteering left in the 
hands of those who are now getting 
rich off the war." 


Doubt was expressed by Mr. Kitch- 


in that the huge war appropriations 
made the basis for Secretary Mc- 
Adoo's opinion regarding immediate 
legislation, would have dny effect on 
the treasury. 
He believes that ac- 


tual drafts under the appropriations 
could not begin before next January.

WASHINGTON — The depart 


mcnt of justice ha« analyzed the re- 
cently-enactod. sabotage act and an- 
nounces that "the fact that the act 
of injury or destruction, therefore 
was not committed to benefit tht en- 
emy or for the purpose of hamper- 
ing the prosecution of the war, will 
furnish no excuse in a prosecution 
under the act." 


The department states that "it is 


sufficient to prove that he had rea- 
son to believe that his act might in- 
jure, interfere with or obstruct the 
United States or one of the allies in 
preparing for or carrying on the 
war." 


This decision means that where a 


person commits any act that would 
come under the general term of 
"sabotage" such person will be pros- 
ecuted because every one has reason 
to believe that such act will retard 
the war. 
. 


As the entire resources ot the na- 


tion are at the command of the gov- 
ernment, the department gives notice 
that the act has sweeping applica- 
tion. It says: 


"In short, practically speaking, the 


whole industrial and agricultural re- 
sources of the United States, .all of 
its transportation and shipping fa- 
cilities, all of its public utilities and 
all parts thereof and all products of 
•industry and agriculture -'and 
all 


parts therof suitable for war use fail 
within the protection of this act. 


"For the first, time the 
United 


States through its department of jus- 
tice, is 'by this act furnished with 
an effective weapon against all will- 
ful acts cf destruction 
or 
injury 


which directly .or indirectly weaken 
or retard the preparations for the

Following the election of Norton 


J. Williams-, as president of the 
Equitable Fraternal union on Thurs- 
day, resolutions pledging the sup- 
port of the union to the government 
and instructing the supreme assem- 
bly to instruct the board of supreme 
trustees to invest in United States 
government securities were adopted. 


Following; the adoption of the res- 


olutions, it was decided ,that the next 
convention of the union which is to 
be held in 1922, will .be held at Nee- 
Tiah, al though 'an! attempt was made 
by Judge John C. Karel to have the 
next convention held in Milwaukee. 


The following set of resolutions 


were adopted at the afternoon .ses- 
sion of the convention: 


"Whereas, tho Wisconsin delegates 


and members of the Equitable Fra- 
ternal union are loyal in their sup- 
port of the federal government, and 


"Whereas, it is their desire to con- 


tribute theiv share for victory in ths 
present war with honor and perma- 
nent peace. 


"Therefore, be. it resolved, that we 


do recommend for consideration by 
the Supreme .issembly of the E. F. U. 
to be held in Milwaukee next month 


,it they make all and necessary 


provision for carrying out every de- 
mand made by the federal adminis- 
tration; to devise means to aid and 
comfort the soldier boys; and to 
adopt means to disseminate the facts 
concerning' the war needs among- its 
members.

The joint crop report of. the U. S. 


bureau of crop estimates and the 
Wisconsin department of agriculture 
issued today at Madison states: 


WINTER WHEAT 


With 8 total abandonment of 45 


per cent of the total acreage planted 
to winter wheat in Wisconsin last 
fall due ti winter-killing, it is esti- 
mated that the acreage remaining to 
.be harvested is 67 per cent of the 
acreage harvested last year, or 62,000 
acres compared to 93,000 acres in 
1917. 
The average abandonment 


for the past ten years is 7 per. cent. 
The damage to tho crop • was very 
general throughout the state, some 
of the counties with the largest acre- 
age of winter wheat reporting a loss 
of 75 per cent or more. Much of tho 
abandoned acreage has been reseed- 
ed to spring wheat so. that the loss 
from winter-killing will not seriouslj 
affect the total acreage of wheat for- 
the state. The condition of the crop 
on May 1 is estiametd at 65 per cent, 
compered to 81 per cent on April 1, 
and 92 per cent on May 1 last year, 
and a ten-year average of 89. Tha 
poor stand in many fields left for 
harvest, together with the cold wea- 
ther during April accounts for the 
present low condition.
